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SUMMARY

This study of the 43 major cement plants _now identified through
photography of Communist China reveals Tha*‘[:::::::hwo plants were 25X1
completed and three others were expanded. The Total number of known
plants was also increased by the identification of two hitherto
undiscovered plants. A search of phofography on 12 cities where
additional plants reporfedly exisfed failed to reveal any cement
production facilities

Despite the continued construction and expansion of cement plants

in China, the overall level of operations of this industry appears to
have declined somewhat judging by The number of rotary kilns
seen operating. Whereas e _ToTal number of kilns available increased
from 89 To 96 hhe number actually observed operating

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INTRODUCT ION

This report is based on photographic coverage of 43 cement
plants in Communist China. A search for additional cement plants reported
at the fellowing 12 cities failed fo reveal any cement production facilities:
An-chi (25-032N [18-13E), Cheng-chiang (32~13N }19-26E), Cheng-chou (34-45N
| 13-40E), Feng-cheng (28-13N 115-45E), Feng-shui (36-29N |17-50E), Hal-po-
wsan (38~30N 106-35E), Hsiao=-tun (41-16N 123-12E), Nan-ning (22-48N 108-18E),
Pao-tou (40-36N |[0~03E), Shan-chu-tzu (42-40N 118-30E), Socochow (31-18N
[20-37E), and Tung-liao-shih (43-37N 122-16E).

The purpose of this study is to identify any new construction or
modification revealed by recent photography of the major Communist Chinese
cement plants. The 43 plants thal are reported were studied using all
avai lable photographic coveragel |Anno+a#ed photographic
enlargements are included of the plants where significant new facilities have
been recently constructed and of the plants which have not previously been
reported.

DISCUSSION

Among the 43 selected cement plants_that were studied, two that had not
previcusly been reported were compleTedl The first of these
plants to be identified is located near The Kuo-kuo mining area at 26-36N
fCI-46k (Figure I, item 43). The name of this plant is unknown, but it has
one rotfary kiln not vet in operation (See Figure 6). The plant was constructed

The second plant is the Feng-feng Cement

FlanT wnich 1s located 15 nautical miles (nm) southwest of Han-tan, China, at
36-28N 114-12E (Figure |, item 12). This plant has three rotary kilns which
have not vet gone into operation (See Figyre 3). They were constructed

In addiTion fo the two plants that were completed |fhree
plants underwent significant expansion. The first of these 1s The Liu-
chou Cement Plant, which is located 8 nm northwest of Liu-chou, China,
at 24-22N 109-15C (Figure |, item 22). This plant had one new rotary kiln
